hang in that flight manner, I can with a 
touch of my finger raife them up, or 
bovv them down, divide them, or unite to 
take in the fame obje<ft, which is more than I faid at firft. And 
I put them off and on as fpeedily and as eafily as any other Specta¬ 
cles.

An Extract of a Letter, 

Written from Dantzick to the Honourable R. Eoyle, contain¬ 
ing the fticcefs of fome Experiments of Infufing Medicines 
into humane Heines, 

"\/f ^ n ^ eur Smith t Phyfitian in Ordinary to this City, having 
VI liberty granted him to try an Experiment upon fome per¬ 
form defperately infeded with the Poxe, then in the publickHo- 
fpital here, adventur’d the opening a Veine, and Infufing fome 
Medicines into the blood *, which was tryed upon twoperfons , 
whereof the one recover’d, and the other dyed. Yet being 
fince farther encouraged bycorrefpondingwith fome of the Roy¬ 
al Society in England^ about a Moneth fince, the laid Phyfitian, 
together with Monfieur scheffehr , another antient Practitioner in 
this City, repeated the Experiment by infufing Altering Medi¬ 
cines ino the Veines of the right Armes of three per fens: the 
one, lame of theGoute*, the other, extreamly ApopleCiical ; and 
the third, reduced to extremity by that odd diftemper, the Plica 
fohnica. The Siiccefs of this, as Monfieur Hevelms (who was 
the perfon only admitted to be prefent at the operation ) informes 
me, was $ That the Gouty man found himfelf pretty well next 
day,and fhortly after went to work, it being Harveft time, and

The Jpoplefticall hath not ha* 
one Paroxytfne fince: And the feveral Sores, which the Plic a 
Polonica had occafioned, are healed; and both thefe Perfon s 
have been able to work any time thefe three Weekes.

S ir , I now fend yon a more perfect account of the Mendip-Mines, 
which by the help of an Ingenious friend I procured from fome 
very experienc'd Mine-men. I have fince communicated thefe In¬ 
formations to the Gentleman , who gave me the formers which I alftt 
Jent you 3 and he a (fares met that the) are exalt. Only in fome 
little things they differ from fome circum/lances of his 5 as the Vii- 
gula he never knewpratlis'd 5 whereas tnefe fay , it hath , but is not 
much valued. For which , allowance mttfl be made to the difference 

of 30 ycares ; it being fo long &goe , that my firft Informant had 
to do in thofe matters. He alfo faith , that the Trees are fooner 
wither d in their leaves upon this Hill 5 whereas they cbfervejhai 
when a Mineral-vein runs up into the Roots of Trees, yet they have 
not noted any difference at Top 3 which mu (l be under flood with re- 
fpecl to other Trees there, into whofe roots no fuch veins ran. I 
can perceive no difference in the account elfe , that is any wayes ma¬ 
terial. What defects you find in it, if you intimate them to me , I 
fhall inquire again for further fatisfallien, &c. 

To the io—i <5 gu, (Viz. Numb. 19. p. 333.) the Grafs is 
rank and good. There are few Trees on this part of the Hill 3 
but the Workmen have known the Vein to run up into the roots 
of Trees,when they have obferv’d no difference at the Top.They 
efteem the water healthy to drink, and to drefs Meat with it, 
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
